Bearnier, Nab, Nov. 18,—|Special Tele-
gram to L'ux Bee |—The wotls of the Bea-
trico Oat Moul compnny, for stories in helght
and ono of the largost coticerns of the kind
in the west, was destroyed by fire this after
pnoon, Tho fire originated on the second
floor, and in nn alwost lneredible short Lime
the entira bulldiug was ahblaze. Nolling
was saved but a tew barrels of the manufuc-
tured product.

The workmoen on tho upper floors had a
narrow esgape, Sovoral firermen workliog on
o ladder when the voof fell in were precipi.
tated to the ground, recelving sllight injuries,

The fire Is belloved to have orlginated from
n stonm pipe.

Tho loss on the building, machinery and
stoel is 20,000, with #1000 fngurance on the
building and machinory and $1,000 on the
stock, divided about ogually botwesn the
Phaenlx of Hartfory, Jdtea of Haortford,
Commereindl  Unlon and the Liberty of
New York, German of eorin and the New
Hampshiro.

Tho mill was rocently refitted and was ron-
ning night and day toits fuilest capacity of
100 barrels overy twelve hours, The com-
pany slready had orders on Its books that
would have kept them running through the
entire scason, the product beiig sold as far
wost ns tho 'uoilio coast. [t will bo rebullt
Rt once,

The Beatrice Canning company's  works,
goas works and ap eleotrie light and power
house, located near the buralng bullling,
wors saved with much difleulty, Severul
freight ears on the compuny’s side track
weore considernbly damniged,

The stockhoiders of the concern destroyed
nre all Boatrice eapitalists,

When the court assembled ngaln the erowd
of owookers was somewhat less, Lawyer
Cox bogan the examination of the sevoentoen
defendants and completod that of four of
them.  Fach will be examined singly and the
ense gives evidence of being a long one,

The defanse atlempled W prove by its wit-
nesses Lhot the meeting ridded by the oftlcers
wis o peaceable one and had no connostion
with any anarchistie movement whitever,
boing merely & rogular business mesting of
the Sociulistic Publishing soviety.

This evoning a bill was filed in the eircuit
court by ‘I'homas Grief to restraln Mayor
Wastiburne, Superintendent of Polico Me-
Claughroy, lospector Lewis and Captain
Mahoney from entering upon the premises
owned by cotmplainant, or from luterfeving
with any meetings or nssomblys hald in his
hall, ‘The ease will probably come up before
Judgo Tulley tomorrow morning,

Both Mayer Washborne and Chief Me-
Claughvey today, in speaking of the arvest of
uunnrchists at Griel's hall, advanend the bellef
that the objoct of the moeting and the ovran-
12ed plot of the annrehists was not to commit
any ncts of violence nor to throw bombs, but
to koep up an annrchistic agitation to con-
vineo foremgners that Chicago will ot be
n snfe ploes to como to in the World's fair
vear, either 1o exiithit goods or see them.

Varranamso, Chill, (via Galveston, Tex.),
Nov. 13— |By Mexiaan Cable to the New
York Herald—Special to Tue Bee|—News
Las been received hera to the effect that the
revolt agninst de Fonseea in the state of Rio
Girande do Sul has been so far successful in
a fight in which 5,000 mon of all arms were
engaged, It is veported that tho povern-
ment troops under Genernl Isadoro Gonsalez
were defeated and the ivsurgent cavalry
started on a move towara the north, It 18
also reportad that Governor Castilho of Rio
Grande do Sul has declaed to Join the insur-
rectionury movement,

The revolutionists clalm that the dictator
Is 80 sick that he fuds it impossible
to continue the campaign  with  any
degree of activity. ‘I'hese stutemonts are
evidently muade by encmies of da Fonseca,
for the news cowmes from Hio Janeliro that he
18 displaying great enecrgy in his efforts to
erush the revolt. Heis massing troops and
preparing his warships for an early attack
on the revolutionists, He has applied to the
government of Uruguay for pormission to
nllow tho passage of troops through toot
country in order to rench the state of itio
Granda do Sul, Uruguny, It Is sald, has
grauted the pormission requested,

Revolt is spre:ding.

The revolt now involves all the towns of
the state with the exception of Porto Alle-
gre, Goneral Astrogildo commands the in-
surrectionary forcos in the fleld. The people
of the country goanerally favor tha revolt and
g1vo the rebel troops food and other assist-
ance in their powor,

At Yuguaron the troops were kopt
in ordoer oy the national  guard,
who prevented thom from  becoming
scditious, Of the entire navy only the gun-

boat Camoon has taken up the ocnuse of the
revolution. 'T'he balance of thy nuvy has re-
mained faithful to da Fonsoen,

In all probability theve will ba a orsis ln
the affalrs in Rio Grande do Sul before the
end of the next woek, for it is expeoted in
Itio that theo forces seut thore by the dietator
will reach the vorders of the state by that
time.

Fate of a Family of Four—They Lose
Their Lives in a Fire.

Cortvsmes 0, Nov. 13,—The whole Botherd
fomily, futher, mother and two children were
vurned to deatn in a fire that destroyed a
row of chenp frame houseseoarly this mornp.
g, The whole family being dostroyed the
fact wns notdiscovered until this aftornoon
whon the firemen found the four bodiea,

The fire ocourcd at 4 o'clook in the morn-
ing and peither the firemen or tho police
knaw anything of the loss of lifo untll their
attention was callad to the fact by a friend
of the burned family., As soon das the dis-
covery was mnde the police and firemen were
nt once notified,

When the firemen climbad inte the room
they were grectod with a horrible sight, The
futher was on the fHoor with his eldest daugh-
terin his arms. Thoy were both burned to a
erisp. Mrs, Botberd, the mother, was lyving
partinlly on the bed and partially on the
floor. Bler body was perfectly nude, Itap:
penred as if all of her clothing had been
burned off and ner flesh cooked by the Hamaos,
The other two childron wers lying face
downward on tha bed where thev had met
their death, The loss by filre was about
215,000,

English Oonsarvatives Exoeriencs a Ohange
of Heart in Irieh Affaira,

PROGRAM WHICH THE PARTY WILL FOLLOW

England's Dig Warships of Litle

Lospox, Nov, 13,-The exocutive commit-
tea of the conservativo associations has
drafted o piatform to bo adoptod at the party
onucus, which opons in Birmingham Novem-
ber 22, as the final program of tho party for
the coming elections. The distinctive name
given to tho National union conforence does
not apply the inclusion of the ilberal unlon
clomout, The cavous will be purely consar-
vative and will consist of joint delogutes
arawn from the English and Welsh con-
stituencles, Tho execcutive committes, In
view of the momentous chnractor of the
resolutions, as embodying autbhoritative party
uttorances, have been long disoussing them
and fiually approved them yesterday.
